of Men. Nathan was very fenfible of this> 
when he denounced the Terrors of an 
Offended God to David, who hail re- 
ceived fo many fignal Favours at his 
Hands, and had been fo ungrateful as to 
affront him, by committing Two Sins, 
the moft frightful and enormous, Adul- 
tery and Murder I Had the good Pro- 
phet reproved the Royal Delinquent in 
open Terms, it probably might have pro- 
voked his Refentment and Indignation ; 
for Great Men cannot bear heing told of 
their Errors: He therefore a^efled him 
in a Parable, which had its happy Effect, 
and drew from the weeping and repent- 
ing Monarch a thorough Sorrow and Con- 
trition. And a greater than Nathan, or all 
the Prophets of the World, who bed 
knew the Hearts and Affe&ions of Men, 
fpoke to thofe whom he loved to in- 
ftrudr, after this very Manner. 

Mr. Bunyan has been very Happy in his 

Idea of the Pilgrim : It is a delicate and 

familiar Topick, and wonderfully natural 

to reprefenp, in all its Degrees and Cir- 

^ cujriftances, 
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cumftances, the Life of every Man, who 
is a Stranger and Sojourner, and a Pil- 
grim, as all bis Fathers have been : And 
he hath fo happily executed his Defign, 
that no Performance yet of this Kind 
hath ever come up to it. 
' The Story oi Balaam and Jehofaphat, 
written by S. John Damafcene, a. Greek 
Father, hath been fufficiently applauded ; 
and indeed it has its peculiar Beauties 
and Excellencies. Dr. Patrick, Bifhop of 
Ely, has wrote a much more voluminous 
Work under the Title of the Pilgrim, but 
the Colouring is very faint, and it wants 
all that (infle Plainnefs which fo pathe- 
tically ftrikes the Heart : Such tedious 
Pieces as they, are wholly void of Life and 
Spirit, fo are they very unapt to ftir up 
thofewarm Affe&ions and Religious Fires, 
which the Nature of fo eminent and im- 
portant a Subject effentially requires. 

It fares otherwhe with our Author, 
thro' whom there reigns a wonderful Sim- 
plicity of Di&ion, attended with Senti- 
ments the moil furprizingly Touching. 
The Allegory is admirably well conti- 
nued and interwoven, the Tranfitions eaiy 

and 
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and natural, and all the Images are lively, 
ftrong and nervous; mixed with fuch 
a. Spirit of true Piety, as hath not its £- 
qual, but in the Holy Scriptures ; which 
our Author here plainly difcoveis bimfelfi 
to have thoroughly ftudied, having al- 
moft every where exprefied himfelf in 
their Style and Language. And confe- 
quently, as in them, the Simple and Illi- 
terate leara Improvement and Inftruction, 
and even the Learned finds Matter where- 
with to employ his Speculation. And one 
Thing particularly is obfervable in this 
Work, that a Man can fcarce take it into 
his Hand, but he is tempted to%o through 
with it, it fo agreeably engages the At- 
tention by its Narration, which in ibme 
Places contains fuch moving Circumftan- 
ces of Human Mifery and Diftrefe, in its 
plain Garb, as we no where find in the 
fineft Pieces of Art, however fet off with 
all the Pomp and Glitter of accurate 
Phrafe and Rhetoric: And I believe no 
one in the World, of what Seclt, Party 
or Profeffion foever he be, can read fe- 
veral of the Epifodes efpecially the Paf- 
Jmg 9/ tbe Rmr % in the Conelufion, 

with- 
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without fome fort of Religious Emotion 
and Aflfe&ion. , 

All thefe Things confidered, Is is not 
wonderful that a plain, fimple Man, and 
unlearned, as Mr. Banyan was, fhould 
notwkhftanding, have compofed fo ufeful 
and admirable a Treadle ? But alas ! 
from the Mouths of Boies and Sucklings 
Go& is fometimes pleaded wonderfully to 
manifeft his Glory ; and the Poor and 
Unlearned gain Heaven, while* (to ufe 
S. Auguftin\ Expreflions) the Great Ones 
ftf this Worlds with all their mighty 
Stock and Boaft of Learnings fink into 
Perdition. So true is it, that the Spirit of 
Gob is unconUned: And he ordereth 
its Salutary Influence where he lijleth. 

TheUniverfel Good, which this incom- 
parable Treatife hath done to Mankind, 
and the Defire of ks farther public Bene- 
fit, is the Oceafion of this prefent Edi* 
tion ; lor the former Impreffions being, 
on Account of the Poorer Sort, publifh- 
ed at fo cheap a Rate, it was out of thek 
Power to purchase a Better:, fo that a 
great many worthy Chrklians, thro' Age 
or other Infirmities, were unhappily de- 
A 4. prived 
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privedofthe Benefit of it, which ibftie 
Perfons of Distinction anpi Piety duly 
weighing, in order to remedy that Incon- 
venience, very generoufly and highly be- 
coming their Character and good Inten- 
tions, propofed that it rfiight be fent into 
the World, in the handfome Manner it 
now appears. £reat Care has been taken,

As for his Son Civility, notwithftanding.

on the Side of the Hill -, and falling down 
upon his Knees, he afked God Forgive- 
nefs for that hisfoolifliFa£t,and then went 
back to look for his Roll. But all the 
Way he went back, who can fufficiently 
fet forth the Sorrow of CbriJHan's Heart ? 
Sometimes he figh'd, fometimes he wept, 
and oftentimes- he chid himfelf for being 
fo fooliih to fall afleep in that Place 
which was erefted only for a little Re- 
frefhment for his Wearinefs. Thus there- 
fore he went back, carefully looking on 
this Side and on that all the Way as he 
went, if happily he might find the Roll 
that had been his Comfort fo many times 
in his Journey. He went thus 'till he came 
again in Sight of the Arbour where he 
fat and flept ; but that Sight renewed his 
•Chriftian * Sorrow the more, by bringing again,

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Ucf of the Spirits of Pilgrims ! How ma- 
ny Steps have I took in vain I (Thus it 
happen'*) to Ifratk for their Sin they were 
fent back again by the Way of the Red 
Sea) and I am made to tread thofe Steps 
with Sorrow, which I might have trod 
with Delight, had it not been for this 
finful Sleep. How far might I have been 
on my Way by this Time ! I am made 
to tread thofe Steps thrice over, which I 
needed not to have trod but once : Yea, 
now alfo I am like to be benighted, for 
the Pay is almoft fpent : O that I had 
not flept! Now by this Time he was 
come to the Arbour again, where for a 
while he fat down and wept ; but at laft 
(as Providence would have it) looking for- 
rowfully down under the Settle, there he 
* efpied his Roll •, the which he with * Chriftjaa 
Trembling and Hafte catch'd up and P ut ^j^^ ^ 
into his Bofom. But who can tell how^J^ 
joyful this Man was, when he had gotten 
his Roll again? For this Roll was the 
Afiiirance of his Life, and Acceptance at 
the defired Haven. Therefore he laid it 
up in his Bofom, gave God Thanks for 
directing his Eye to the Place where it lay, 
and with Joy and Tears betook himfelf 
again to his Journey. But, how nim- 
bly now did he go up the reft of the Hill ! 
Yet, before he got up, the Sun went 
down upon Cbriftian ; and this made him 
a^ain recal the Vanity of his Sleeping to 
his Remembrance ; and thus he again be- 
gan to condole with himfelf: O thou 
finfiil Sleep ! how for thy Sake am I like 
to be benighted in my Journey i I mult 
E walk 
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Walk without the Sun,.Darknefs muft co* 
ver the Path of my £eet, and I muft 
hear the Noife of dtileftri Ctefttutes, 
becaufe of my finful Sleep ! Now allb 
he remembered the Story that Mrftrufi and 
Jimorous told him of, how they wens 
frighted with the Sight of tKe Lions. 
Then faid Chrifiian to himfqlf again, Thefe 
Beads range in the Night for their Prey, 
and if they fhould meet with me in the 
Dark, how fhould I fhift them ? How 
fhould I efcape being by them torn in 
Pieces ? Thus he went on hi* Way ; but 
while he was thus bewailing his unhappy 
Mifcarriage, he lift up his Eyes, and be- 
hold there was a very (lately Palace before 
him, the Name of which was Beautiful* 
and it flood juft by the Highway Side. 

So I faw in my Dream, that he made 
Hafte and went forward^ that if poffible 
he might get Lodging there. Now be- 
fore he had gone far, he entered into a 
very narrow Paffage, Which was about a 
Furlong off the Ported Lodge, and look- 
ing very narrowly before hiih as he went,, 
he efpied two Lions in the Way. Now, 
thought he, I fee the Danger that Mfiruft 
and ^timorous were driven back by. (The 
Lions were chain'd, but he faw not the 
Chains) Then he was afraid, and 
thought alfo himfelf to go back after

placed there for Trial of Faith, where it 
is, and for pilbovery of thofe that have 
tone v Keep in the Midft of the Path, and 
no Hurt (hall coriie unto thee. 

Then 1 faw that he went on Trembling 
for Fe&r of the Lions; but taking good 
Heed t& thfc Dire&ions of the Porter, ' 
he heard thefn roar, but they did him no 
Harm. Then he clapt. his Hands, and 
ircnt oh till he came and ftood before the 
Gate where the Porter was. Then faid 
CbriJiiaH to the Porter, Sir, What Houle ia 
this ? And, May I lodge here to Night ? 
The Porter anfwer'd, This Houfe was 
built by the Lord of the Hill, and he built 
k for the Relief and Security of Pilgrims. 
The Porter alfb afked whence he was, and 
whither he w*s going t 

Cbr, I aril cOffte from the City ofDe/lruc- 
thm, and am going to Mount Zion 5 but be- 
caufe the Sun is now fet, I defire, if I may, 
to lodge here to Night ?

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Evidence, and came without it to the Brow 
of the Hill, and then feeling for it, and 
finding it not, I was forced, with Sor- 
row of Heart, to go back to the Place 
where I flept my Sleep, where I found it, 
and now I am come. 

Port. Well, I will callow one of the 
Virgins of this Place, who .will (if fhe 
likes your Talk) bring, you in to the reft 
of the Family, according to the Rules of 
the Houfe. So Watchful the Porter rang 
a Bell, at the Sound of which came out of 
the Door of the Houfe a grave and beau* 
tiful Damiel, nzmtd DifcreticH, and aiked 
why fhe was called ?' 

The Porter anfwer'd, This Man is in 
a Journey from the City of DcftruElion to 
Mount Zicn> but being weary and be-' 
nighted, he afked me if he might lodge 
here to Night : So I told him I would call 
for thee, who, after Difcourfe had with 
him, may'ft do as feemeth thee good, even 
according to the Law of the Houfe. 

-Then lhe afked him, whence he was* 
and whither he was going ? And he told 
her. She afked him alfo, how he got into 
the Way ? and he told her. Then fhe afk- 
ed him, what he hadTeen and met with in 
the Way ? and he told her. And at laft 
fhe afked his Name ? So he faid, It is 
Chrifiian \ and I have fo much the more a 
Defire to lodge here to Night, becaufe by 
what I perceive, this Place was buUt by 
the Lord of the Hill, for the Relief and 
Security of Pilgrims : So fhe fmiled, but 
the Water flood in her Eyes : And after 
a little Pauie, fhe faid, I will call forth 

two 



two or three more of my Family. So 
flie ran to the Door, and called out Pru- 
dence y Piety and Charity ', who after a 
little more Difcourfe with him, had him 
into the Family; and many of them 
meeting him at the Threfhold of the 
Houfe, faid, Come in, Thou Blefled of the 
Lord ; thisvHoufe was built by the Lord 
of the Hill, on purpofe to entertain fuph 
Pilgrims in. Then he bowed his Head, 
and followed them into the Houfe : So 
when he was come in, and fat down, 
they gave him fomething to drink, and 
contented together that until Supper was 
ready, fome of them fhould have ibme 
particular Difcourfe with Chrijiian, for 
the beft Improvement of Time, and they 
appointed Piety, and Prudence, and Cba- 
rityj to difcourfe with him* and thus 
they began:

faid, I perceived that He had been a 

great Warrior^ and had fought with, and 

t Heb. z. 14. flain f him that had the Power of Death, 

l S 9 but not without great Danger to himfelf, 

which made me love him the more. 

For, as they faid, and, as I believe, 
(faid Cbriftian) he did it with the Lofs 
of much Blood \ but that which put Glo- 
ry of Grace into all he did, was, that 
* he did it of pure Love to his Country. 

And befides, there were fome of them 
of the Houihold that faid, they had been, 
and fpoke with him fince he did die on 
the Crofs ; and they have attefted, that 
they had it from his own Lips, that he is 
fuch a Lover of poor Pilgrims, that the 
like is not to be found from the Eaft to 
the Weft. 

They moreover gave an Inftance of 
what they affirmed, and that was, He 
had ftript l\imfelf of that Glory, that he 
might do this for the Poor -, and that 
they heard him fay and affirm, That be 
would npt dwell in the Mountain of Zion 
dkuc. They faid moreover, That he had 

made 
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made many Pilgrims * Princes, tho* by # Cbrijlmfa 
Nature they were Beggars born, and their 'J*** f 
Original had been theDunghil. fgT* *. 

Thus they difcourfed together till latep&L 113. 7! 
at Night ; and after they had committed 
themfelves to their Lord for Prote&ion, 
they betook themfelves to Reft: The 
Pilgrim they laid in a large Upper -f Cham- 1 ChrHHan'/ 
ber, whofe Window opened towards the****""**'* 
Sun-rifing : The Name of the Chamber 
was Peace j where he flept till Break of Day, 
and then he awoke and fang, 

Where am I now 1 Is this the Love and 

Care 
Of Jefiis, for the Mm that Pilgrim are r 
Thus to provide! That IJhouldbeforghen^ 
And dwell already the next Door to Heaven. 

So, in the Morning, they all got up ; and, 
after fome more Difcourie, they told him .• 

that he fhould not depart till they had 
ftiewed him the Rarities of that Place. 
And firft they had him into the Study, 
* where they fhewed him Records of the* Chriftian 
greateft Antiquity-, in which, as I remem-**rf «*» tb 
ber my Dream, they fhewed him firft the***'. "f 
Pedigree of the Lord of the Hill, that^* 7 ** 
he was the Son of the Ancient of Days, 
and came by that Eternal Generation' 
Here alfo was more fully recorded the 
Alts that he had done, and the Names 
of many Hundreds that he had taken in- 
to his Service *, and how he had placed 
them in fuch Habitations, that could 

neither 



neither by Length of Days-, nor Decays of 
Mature, bediffoWL 

Then they read to him fome of the 
worthy Afts that feme of hfe Servants had 
done i As how they had fubdued King- 
doms, wrought RighteouiWs, obtained 
Ffomifes, ftof>f>ed the Mouths of Lidns* 
•H#ku.|j. quenched the * Violence of Fire, efcaped 
34. the Edge of the Sword, out Of Weakfifefi 

Were made ftrong, waxed vaiiafit in Fight, 
And turned to Flight the Armies of the 
Aliens. 

Then, they read again in another Part of 
the Records of the Houfe, where it Was 
lhewed how willing their Lord was to re- 
ceive into his Favour, any, even afty, 
though they in Time paft had offered 
great Affronts to his PeriOn and Proceed- 
ings. Here aJfo were feveral other HU 
ftories of many other famous Things, of 
all which Cbrjftiaft had a View : As of 
Things both Antierit and Modern - f toge- 
ther with Prophecies ahd Predi&ions of 
Things that have their certain Accom- 
pliftment, both to the Dread and Amaze- 
ment of Enemies, and the Comfort and 
* . Solace of Pilgrims. 

The next Day they took him, and had 
t Chriftian him into the f Armory where they fhew- 
h ^ aotht e<d him air jh^nner of Furniture, which 
^' their Lord had provided for Pilgrims,* as 
Sword* Shields Helmet, Breaft-plate, Alt- 
PraytTy and Shoes that would not Wear 
but. And there was" here enough of this 
to harnefs but as many Men," for the Ser- 
vice of their Lord, as there be Stars in the 
Heaven for Multitude.

They lhewed him alfo the Jaw-Bone 
with which Sampfin did luch mighty 
Feat* : They lhewed him moreover the 
Sling and Stone with which David flew 
GoUab of Gath\ and the Sword alfo with 
which their Lord will kill the Man of Sin, 
in the Day that he fhali rife up to the 
Prey. They lhewed him befide* many 
excellent Things, with which CJbriJliaH 
was much delighted. This done, they 
went to their Reft again. 

Thenlfaw in my Dream, That on the 
Morrow he got up to go forwards, but 
they deflred him to flray till the next Day 
alfo ; and then faid they, we will (if the 
Day be clear) lhew you the -f- Delegable f Chriffaa 
Mountains; which, they faid, would yetA*«*itk 
farther add to his Comfort, becafofe they J***** 
were nearer the defired Haven than * w * / ' 
the Place where at prefent he was * lb 
he confented and ftaid.

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Then he began to go forward.; biit 
Difcretion, Piety 9 Charity, and Prudence, ' 
would accompany him down to the Foot 
of the Hill.

But it was the dreadfulleft Sight that ever 
I faw. 

So when the Battle was over, Chriftian 
fiid, + /«flZ here give Thanks to him that t Chriftian 
bath delivered me out of the Mouth of ^^^ s °L his 
Lion, to him that did help me ngainft Apol- j)Sj£Lu 
lyon.

This frightful Sight 

was feen, tmd fhefe dreadful * Nc5fes # OhM» 

were heard by him for feveral Miles to-£* V - "* 

gether : And coming to a Place, where he nubile. 

thought he heard a Company of Fiends 

Coming forward to meet him, he ftopt, 

and began to mufe what he had beft to 

do : Sometimes he had half a Thought to 

go back* then again he thought he might 

be Half-way through the Valley: He 

remembered alfp, how he hjul already van- 

quifhed many a Danger; and that the 

Panger of going back might be much 

jnore than for to go forward j fo be refblv- 

ed to go on : Tet the Fiends feemed to come 

nearer and nearer : But when they were 

come even almoft at him, he cried out 

with a moft vehement Voice, I will walk 

in the Strength of the Lord Gad: So they 

gave back, and came no farther. 

One Thing I wpujd not let flip : I 
took Notice that now poor Cbrijlian was 
jo confounded, that he did not know his 
own Voice : And thus I perceived it :

Juggefted them before*, yet, if he could have helped it, 

into his Mind, ht wou j d not hayc dont it . g ut he ^d not 

the Difcretion either to flop his Ears, or 
to know from whence thofe Blalphemies 
came. 

When Cbriftian had travelled in this 
difconfolate Condition fome confiderable 
Time, he thought he heard the Voice of a 
P61. 33. 4. Man, as going before him, faying, Though 
I walk through the Valley of the Shadow of 
Deaths I will fear none III, for thou art with 
me. 

Then was he glad; and that for theie 
Reafons : 

Ftrft, Becaufe he gathered from thence, 
that fome who feared God were in this 
Valley as well as himfelf. 

Secondly, For that he perceived God

difmal State : And why not, thought he, | 
with me ?

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So he went on, and called to him 
that was before ; but he knew not what 
to anfwer : For that he alfo thought him* 
felf to be alone.

Now Morning being come, he looked 
back, not out orDefire to return, but to 
fee, by the Light of the * Day what Ha-» Chriftian 
zards he had gone through in the Dark :gl*dat Bnak 
So he .faw more perfe&ly the Ditch that'/^- 
was on the one Hand, and the Quag that 
was on the other ; alfo how narrow the 
Way was which led betwixt them both : 
Alfo how he faw the Hobgoblins, and 
Satyrs, and Dragons of the Pit, but all 
afar off: For after Break of Day they 
came not. nigh, yet they were difcovered 
to him, according to that which is writ- 
ten, be difcoveretb deep Things out of Bark- job 12.

Now was Chriftian much affe&ed with 
his Deliverance from all the Dangers of

had a thoufand Souk, they had in reafon 
been caft away •, but, as 1 faid, jbft now 

JoB. 29. 3. the Sun was riling. Then faid he, His 
Candle Jhineth on iny Heady and by bis Light 
I go tbroqgb Darknefs. 

In this Light therefore he came to the 
End of the Valley. Now I faw in my 
Dream, that at the End of this Valley lay 
Blood, Bones, Afhes, and mangled Bodies 
of Men, even of Pilgrims that had gone 
this Way formerly : And while I was mu- 
ling what Ihould be the Reafon, I efpied 
a little before me a Cave, where two 
Giants, Pope and Pagan* dwelt in old Time \ 
by whofe Power and Tyranny the Men, 
whofe Bones, Blood, Afhes,£fa. lay there, 
were . cruelly put to Death. But by this 
Place Cbrijhan went without much Danger, 
whereat I fomewhat wondered : But I Jiave 
learnt finoc, that Pagan has been dead 
many a Day ; and as for die other, though 
he be yet alive, he is, by reafon of Age, 
and aHb of the many Ihrewd Brulhes that 
he met with in his younger Days, grown 
fo crazy and ftiff m his Joints, that he 
can now do little more than fit in his 
Cave's Mouth, grinnmgat Pilgrims as they 

* go by, and biting his Nails, becaufe h* 

. cannot come at them.

fiian aloud, ift, h>: So ho: Stay, and I % ^ 

will he your Companion. At that Faithful 
looked behind him; to whom Chrijtia*

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But Faithful anfirerM, No* I am upon mf 
Ltfe, aHd the rivenger of Blood is behind me. 

At this Cbrifium was fomewhat riioVedi 
and putting to all his Strength, he quickly 
got up with * Faitbfid> and did alfo ovfcf-> 
run him j fo thp Idji vrzsfrjt. Then did 
Cbriftian vain-glorioufly fmile, becaufe he 
had gotten the Start of his Brother : But 
not taking good Heed .to his Feet, he fad- 
denly Humbled and fell, and could not 
rife again, until Faithful came up to help 
him'.

Thus, I fay, being hot for 
Heaven. by Virtue only of the Senfe and 
Fear of the Torments of Hell* as that 
Senfe of Hell, and Fear of Damnation 
chills and cools, fo their Defires for Hea- 
ven and Salvation cool alio. So then it 
comes to pafs, that when their Guilt and 
Fear' ii'gone, their Defires for Heaven 
ancLHappineft die, and they return to 
their Cpurfe again, 

2. Another Reafon is, they have flavifh 
Fcais that do oyer-mafter them ; I fpeak 
now c£ the Fears that they have of Men :

Therefore when they have loft their Senfi)

Then they afked the Men if the 
Waters were all of a- Depth? They faid, 
No, yet they could not help them in that 
Cafe : /fcr, laid they, you pall find it deep* 
tr orJballowr<> as you believe in the King of 
tie Place. 

They then" addreffed themfelves to the 
Water, and entering, CbriJ&m began to 
fink, and crying out to his good Friend 
Htpefutj belaid, I fink in deep Waters :

Heart-Fears that he fhould die in that 
Riyer, and never obtain Entrance in at 
the Gate.

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tend to be the King's Labourers, and fay, 
They are for mending the King's High- 
*av, t * iat briftg b&t ah & Dung inftead 
of Stones, and fo marr inftead of mend- 
ing. Here ChriftUm therefore, and her 
Boys, did make a Stand : But faid Mercy, 
• Mercy the * Come let us venture, only let us be 
boldeft at the wary. Then they looked well to their

Luke i. 45. over. 

Yet Cbrijtian* Had like to hate been 
in, and that not once or twice. Now they 
had no fooner got over, but they thought 
they heard Words that faid unto them, 
Blejfed is 'fie that believed, for there fiaU be 
a Performance of what has bim told ber from 
the Lord. 

Then they went on again, and faid 
Mercy to Cbrijtiana* Had I as good Ground 
to hope for a ldving Receptkm at the 
Wicket-pate, as you, I think no Slough 
of Defpend would, difcourage me. 

'Well, faid the other, you know your 
Sore, and I know mine •, and, good Friend, 
m we fhjll. all have; enough Evil before we 
come to our Journey's End. 

For it cannot be imagined, That the 
People that defign to attain fuch excellent 
Glories as we oq, and that are fo envied 
that Happinefs as we are -, but that we 
fhall mtet with what Fears and Snares, 
with what Troubles and Affliftions they 
ean poffibty afiault ns with, that hate us. 

Ant} now Mr. Sagacity left me to dream 
out my Dream by myfelf, Wherefore, 
methought I fawG&r^nawand Mercy >, and 
the Boys, go all of them up to the Gate :

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To which, when they, came, they bttookPrayer Jkoute 
themfelves to a fhort Debate, about bow CovMrMht 
they mfcft manage their Calling at the^Jjr^'^

eluded, fmce Chrijihna was the Eldeft,^- 
That flie fhould knock for Entrance, and 
that fhe fhould fpeak to him that did open, / .

and as her poor Hufband did, fhe knock- 
ed, and knocked again. But inftead of 
any that anfwered, they all thought that 
they heard as if a Dog came barking xq^Tbe Dog, tht 
on them. A Doe, and a great one too,**** ***- 
and this made the Women and Chfldren^^ 
afraid. Nor durft they for. a while to 
knock any more, for fear the Maftijf 
fhould fly upon them. Now therefore ChriftianaW 
they were greatly tumbled up and down*"* C ^"™[ 
in their Minds, and knew not what to^^^L^ 
do : Knock they durft not> for fear of the 
Dog j Go back they durft not, for fear 
the Keeper of that Gate fhould efpy them 
as they fo went, and be offended with 
them : At kit they thought of knocking 
again, and knocking more vehemently than 
they did at firft. Then faid thfe Keeper 
of the Gate, Who is there ? So the Dog 
left off to bark, and he opened unt? 
them. 

Then Chrijlkna made low Obeifence, 
and faid, Let not our Lord be offended 
with his Hand-maidens, for that we have 
knocked at his princely Gate. Then faid 
the Keeper, Whence came ye ? And what 
jus that you would have ? 

R 4 Ckri* 
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Chriftiana anfwered, We are come from 
, whence Chrijlian did come, and upon the 
fame Errand as he ; to wit, to be, if it (hall 
pleafe you, grucioufly admitted, by this 
Gate, into the Way that leads unto the 
Coeleftial City. And I anfwer, my Eord, 
in the next Place, that I am Chriftiana^ 
once the Wife of Cbriftidn, that now is 
gotten above. 

, With that the Keeper .of the Gate did 
tnaryel, faying, What is fhe now become 
a Pilgrim, that but a while ago abhorred 
that Life ? Then fhe bowed, her Head, 
and faid, Yea, and fp are thefe my fweet

. Then he took her by the Hand, ahd let 
her in, and faid alfo, Suffer the little Chil- 
dren to come unto me ; and with that he (hut 
ti*w Chrifti- up.th* Gate. This done, he called to a 
an *Jr mt T Trujppeter that was above, over the Gate, 
tamed at tt ^ o ^tei-tain Chriftiana with Shouting, and 
Sound of Trumpet, for Joy.

J^ow all this while poor Mercy did ftand 
without, tremblirtg. and crying, for fear 
that (he was reiefted. But when Cbrijli- 
ana had gotten Admittance for herfelf and 
her Boys, then fhe began to make Inter* 
Seflion for Mercy. 
fchrifthnaV thrift. And flie fkid, My Lord, I have 
^ ay Hj^ htr * Companion of mine that ftandsyet with- 
** ■ Mercy; out, that is Come hither upon the fam$ 
Account as myfelf : One that is much 
' "deje&ed in her Wpnd, for that fhe comes, 
as fhe thinks, withoiit fending fori where* 



as I was fent to by my Hufband*s King to 
come. 

Now Mercy began to be very impatient, * TbeLelan 
and each Minute was as Jong to her as an*^^**^ 
Hour ; wherefore fhe' prevented Cbriftianaf^^/* 9 
from a fuller Interceding for hfcr, by. knock- * 
ing at the Gate htfrfelf. And 'fhe knocked' 
then fo loud, that .fhe made Cbrifiiana to 
ftart. Then faid the Keeper of the Gate, 
Who is there ? And Cbrifiiana faid, It is 
my Friend. 

* So he opened the Gate and locked out, 
but Mercy was fallen down without in 'aMtayJU*i» 
Swoon, for fhe fainted, and was afraid 
that no Gate w$uld be opened to her. 

Then he took her by the Hand, and 
faid, Damfely I bid thfee arife. 

O, Sir, faid fhe, I am faint *, there is 
fcarce Life left in me.

Cbrift. I am that Woman that was fo 
hard-hearted as to flight my Hufband's 
Troubles^ and that left him to go on hfe 
Journey alone, and thefe are his four 
Children;, but now I alfo am come, for 
I am convinced that no Way is right but 
this. 

Inter. Then is^ fulfilled that which is 
written of the Man that faid to his Son, Matt. 21. 29. 
Go work to-day in my Vineyard ; and he 
laid to his Father, I will not ; but after- 
wards repented and went. 

Cbrift. Then* faid Cbriftiana, So be it, 
Amen. God make it a true Saying upon 
me, and grant that I may be found at 
the laft of him in Peace, without Spot, 
and blamelefs. 

Inter. But why ftandeft thou at the 
Door ? . Come in, thou Daughter of Abra- 
ham ; we were talking of thee but now, 
for Tidings have come to us before, how 
thou art become a Pilgrim.

With that Mercy aad CJmfiiana wept,

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oae Perfon* plain to be diftinguiflfd, tm- 
pqffible to be divided. Unto each of thefe 
Natures a Righteoufnefs belongeth, and 
each Righteoufnefs is Effential to that 
Nature. So that one may as eafily caufe 
the Natures to be extinft, as to feparate 
its Juftice or Righteoufnefs from it. Of 
thefe RighteoufnefTes therefore we are not 
made Partakers, Jo as that they, or any 
of them lhould be put upon us, that we 
might be made Juft, and live thereby, 
Befides thefe, there is a Righteoufnefs 
which this Perfon has as thefe two Na T 
tures are joined in one. And this is not 
the Righteoufnefs of the God-head, as di- 
ftinguifh'd from the Manhood \ nor the 
Righteoufnefs of the Manhood as diftin- 
guifh'd from the God-bead, but a Righte- 
oufnefs which ftandeth in the Union of 
both Natures ; and may properly be called 
the Righteoufneft that is eflential to his 
being prepared of God to the Capacity of 
the Mediatory Office, which he was en- 
jtrufted with. If he parts with his firft 
Righteoufnefs, he parts with his Godhead:

Yes.; far tho* they are efr 
fential .to his Nattires and Offices, ancj 
cannot bt fcommunjcatfed unto another, 
yet it is by virtue of them, that the Rij*h- 
teoufneft that juftlfies, is for that Parpofe, 
efficacious. The Righteouptefs of his God- 
head gives Virtue %6 his Obedience ; th$ 
Righteoufnefs of his Aidnbdqd givcth Capa- 
bility to his Obedience to jtiftify, ancl th6 
Righteoufnefs that ftindeth in the Uniort 
of theft two Natures to his 09&fL givetH 
Authority to . that Righteotifiiefi . to da 
the Work for which it wafc ordainejj, 

So then here. is. a Righteoufneis that 
Chrift, is G6d, has no Need of; for hri 
is God without it : Here is a Righteouf- 
nefs, that Chrift, as Man, ha$ no Nee4 
of to make him fo, for he is perfeft Man 
without it. Again, here is a kighteouf- 
nefs, that Chrift, as God-Man, has nq 
Need of; for he is perfe&ly fo without it, 
Here then is a Righteoufnefs, that Chrift, 
as God, and as God-JVfan, has no Need 
pf, with Reference to hipifeif, and there- 
' fore he can fpare it a jiiftifyirtg Righteouf- 
nefs, that he for himfelf wanteth pot, an4 
therefore gi^eth it away. Hence it }s called 
' the Gift of Rightectcfnefs. The Righteon^ 
pefs, fince Chrift jefus the Lord has made 
himfelf under the j^w, piuft be given 
away $ for the Law doth not only bind 
that is undei* it, to do jttflty* but tq 
Vie Charity. Rom. 5. 1^. Wherefore he 
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muft, or ought by the Law, if he hath 
two Coats, to give one to him that ha^th * 
none. Now our Lord indeed hath two 
Coats, one for himfelf, and one to (pare : 
Wherefore he freely beftows one upon 
thofc that have none. And thus Cbriftmna 
and Mercy 1 and the reft of you that are 
here, doth your Pardon come by Deed, 
or by the Work of another Man. Your 
Lord Chrift is he that worked, and hath 
given away what he wrought for, to the 
next poor Beggar he meets. 

But again, inoijier to pardon by Deed f 
there muft fomething be paid to God 
as a Pri£f, as well as fomething prepared 
to cover us withal.

So their Guide made Anfwer, and 
laid, the Caufe is Sleep or Fargetfulnefs^ 
fbmtjleep when they ftiould keep awake -, 
and fome forget when they ihould remem- 
ber ; and this is the rcry Caufe, why of- 
ten at the Refting Places, fome Pilgrims* 
in fome Things, come offLofers. Pilgrims 
fhould watch, and remember what they 
have already received under their greateft 
Enjoyments ; but for want of doing fo, 
oftentimes their Rejoicing Ends in Tears, Mori this. 
and their Sun-fhine in a Cloud; witneft/W/I./. 4K 
the Story of Cbrijfian at this Place. 

When they were come to the Place 
where Miftrt$ and Timorous met Chriftian ■ 
to perfuade him to go back for fear of

And to 
the Boys he faid, Do you fly Youthful 
Lulls, and follow after Godlinefs with 
them that are Grave and Wife •, fo Ihall 
you put Gladnefs into your Mother's 
Heart j and obtain Praife of all that are. 
Sober-minded : So they thanked the Por- 
ter, and departed. 

Now I faw in my Dream, that they went 
forward until they were come to the Brow, 
of the Hill, where Piety bethinking her- 
fclf, cry'd out, Alas ! I have forgot what 
I intended to beftow upon Cbriftiana and 
her Companions-, I will go back and 
fetch it •, fo fhe ran and fetched it. When 
lhe was gone, Cbriftiana thought fhe heard 
in a Grove a little Way off on the Right 
Hand, a moft curious melodious Note, 
with Words much like thefe :

and then you may hear them all the Day 
long. I often, faid fhe, go to hear them ; 
we alfo oft-times keep them tame in our 
Houfe. They are very fine Company for 
us when we are melancholy; alfo they 
make the Woods and Groves, and Solitary 
Places, Places defirous to be in. 

By this Time Piety was come again ; foPicty teftmv- 
flie faid to Cbriftiana* Look here, I have**>«^ 
brought thee a Scheme of all thofe Things*^*/* 
that thou haft feen at our Houfe, upon 
which thou may'ft look when thou find- 
eft thyfelf forgetful, and call thofe Things 
again to Remembrance for thy Edification 
and Comfort.

People, when they hear that fome fright- 
ful Thing has befallen fuch a One in fuch 
a Place, are of Opinion that thai: Place is 
haunted with fome foul Fiend, or Evil 
Spirit ; when, alas ! it is for the Fruit of 
their Doing, that fuch Things do befet 
them there.

wasje befit an d I am perfuaded, if we lould hit upon

Life : All States are full of Noife and 
Confufion, only the Valley of Humiliation 
is that empty and folitary Place. Here a 
Man (hall not be let and hindered in his 
Contemplation, as in other Places he is apt 
to be. This is a Valley that no body 
-walks in, but thofe that love a Pilgrim's 
Life. And tho' Cbriftian had the hard 
Hap to meet with ApoUyon^ and to enter 
with him in a brifk Encounter, yet I muft 
tell you, that in former Times Men have 
met with Angels here, have found Pearls 
here, and have in this Place found the . 
Words of Life. Hof. 12. 4, 5. 

Did I fay our Lord had here in former 
Days his Country-Houfe, and that he 
loved here to walk ? I will add, in this 
Place, and to the People that live and trace 
thefe Grounds, he has left a yearly Reve- 
nue to be faithfully paid them at certain 
Seafons for their Maintenance by the Way, 
and for their farther Encouragement to go 
on their Pilgrimage, 11.

caufe they had Day-light, and becaufe 
Mr. Great-heart was their Condu&or. 

When they were enter'd upon this Val- 
ley, they thought that they heard a 
Groaning* Groaning, as of dead Men ; a very great 
Jpurt Groaning.

So- k came up) an2 Mtv 
Great-heart went behiitei* ami put the 
Pilgrims all before him. The Lion aif* 
eame on apace, and Mr. Grest-iemrt ad- 
drefled himfelf to give him Battle, rfrft 
5.8. Hat when he few that k was detsrf* 
ihined, that Refiftanfce fhould be ftisde^, 
he alfo drew back, and came nbferther. 

Then they went orl again* and thei* 
Conductor did go before them, till- they 
tame to a Place where wa* caft up a* Pit* 
A Pit and" the whole Breadth of. the Way, Attd be* 
Dwknrfs. fore they could be pFepared to gb orer that* 
a great Mill and a Darknefs felLupon fchem^ 
fo that they could not fee.

Great -heart. This is like doing Bufinefs Great-heart's

the Deep ; this is like being in the Heart 
of the Sea, and like going down to the 
Bottoms of the Mountains : Now it feems 
as if the Earth, with its Bars, were about 
ite for ever. But let them that walk itt 
DarkneJ), and have no Lights truft in the 
Name of the L&rd, and flay upon their God. 
Fbr my Part, as \ have told you already, 
I have gone often' through this Valley, 
and have been much harder put to it 
than now I am j and yet you fee I am 
alive. I tvould not boaft, for that I am 
not my own Saviour. But I truft we fhall 
have a good Deliverance. Come* pray 
for Light to htai that can lighten our 
Darknefs, and that can rebuke, not only

Sd they cried and prayed, and CjOcI lent Theyfr^.

- But when* he-Was come to the Entrance 
of the Valley of the Shadow *f Death, 1 
thought ;Mhould have loft my Man \ not 
for that he had any Inclination to go back, 
that he always abhorred,; but he was 
ready to die for Fear. O ! the Hobgoblins 
will have mei the Hobgoblins will have me, 
cried / he ; and I could not beat him out* 
on't. He made fuch a Noife, and fuch an

Bafs is the Ground of Mufick* And for 
my Part, I care not at all for that Pro- 
feflion, that begins not in Heavinefs of 
Mind. The firft String that the Muficiaa 
ufually touches , is the Bafs, when he in- 
tends to put all in Tune -, God alio plays 
upon this String firft, when he fcts the Sou) 
in Tune for himfelf. Only there was the 
Imperfedtion of Mr. Fearing* he could play 
upon no other Mufick but this, till to- 
wards his latter End.

Relation of Mr. Fearing has done me &»"**• 
good : I thought no Body had been like 
me ; but 1 fee there was fome Semblance

fo great,' that they brake out, but mine I 
kept within. His alfo lay fo hard upon 
him, they made him that he could not 
knock at the Houfes provided for Enter- 
tainment ; but my Troubles were always 
fuch, as made me knock the louder.

Matt. Then faid Matthew, Fear was 
one Thing that made me think that I was 
far from having that within that accom- 
panies Salvation; but if it was fo witji 
fuch a good Man as he, why may it not 
alfo go well ^ith me ? 

James. No Fears, no Grace, faid Jams* 
Though there is not always Grace where 
there is the Fear of Hell, yet to be fure 
there is no Grace where there is no Fear of 
God. 

, Great -heart. Well faid, James, xkoxx haft 
hit the Marki for the Fear of God is the 
Beginning of Wifdom ; and to be fure 
they that want the Beginning, fyave nei- 
ther Middle nor End. But we will here 
conclude our Difcourfe of Mr. Fearing* 
after we have fent after him his Farewel.

Pray what Principles did he 
hold ? For I fuppofe you can tell. 

Hon. He held, That a Man might fol- Sclf-wiUV 
low the Vices as well as the Virtues of the Opinhn. 
Pilgrims •, and that if he did both, he 
fhould be certainly faved. 

Great-heart. How ! if he had faid, It 
is pofliblei for the Beft to be guilty of the 
Vices as well as partake of the Virtues of 
Pilgrims, he could not much have been bla- 
med. For indeed we are exempted from no 
Vice abfolutely, but on Condition that we 
.watch and ftrive. But this I perceive is 
not the Thing : But if I underftand you

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Great-heart. Prithee, Mr. Honeft y pre- 
fent us with a few Particulars. 

Hon. So I will. He faid, To have to 
do with other Mens Wives, had been prac- 
tifed by David, God's Beloved, and there- 
fore he could do it. He faid, To have 
more Women than one, was a Thing that 
Solomon pradtifed, and therefore he could 
do it. He faid, That Sarah and the God- 
ly Midwives of Egypt lyed, and fo did Ra- 
hab, and therefore he could do it. He 
faid, That the Difciples wenc at the Bid- 
ding of their Matter, and took away the 
Owner's Jfs y and therefore he could do fo 
too. He faid, That Jacob got the Inhe- 
ritance of his Father, in a Way of Guile 
and Diifimulation, and therefore he could 
do fo too.

Hon. You mull underftand me rightly :

Great-heart. But what more falfe than 
fuch a Concjufion ? For this is as much a* 
to fay, That becayfe good Men hereto-

Who 
could have dwught that any one could fo 
far hare been blinded by the Power of 
Luft : But what is written muft be true : 
They Jtumble at the Word* being difobedien^ 
^hereunto alfo they were appointed* i Peter 
2,8. 

His fuppofing that fuck may have the 
Godly Mens Vertues, who addidt them- 
ielves to their Vices, is alfo a Delufion as 
ftrong as the other. It is juft as if the 
Dogs Ihould fey, I have, or may have the 
Qualities of the Child* becaufel lick up its 
ftinking Excrements. To eat up the Sin 
of God's People, Hof 4. 8. is no Sign of 
one that is ppfieffed with their Vermes. 
Nor can I believe, that one that is pf this 
Opinion, can. at prefent have Faith or 
Love in him. But I know you have made 
fome ftrongObje&iens againfl: him, Prithee 
what can he fay for himfelf ? 

Hon. Why, he fays, To do this by Way 
of Opinion, feqms, abundant more honeft 
than to do k, and yet hold contrary to it 
in Opinion. 

Great-heart. A very wicked Anfwer; 
for though to let loofe the Bridle to Lufts, 
while our Opinions are againft fuch Things, 
is bad ; yet, to fin, and plead a Tolera- 
tion fo to do, is worfe •, the one (tumbles 
Beholders accidentally, the other pleads 
them into the Snare. 

Hon, There are many of this Man's 

Mind, that have not this Man's Mouth,

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and that makes going on Pilgrimage of fo 
little Elteem as it is. ~ 

Great-heart. You have faid the Truth, 
and it is to be lamented : But he that fear- 
eth the King of Paradife, lhall come out of 
them all. 

Cbrift. There are ftrange Opinions in the 
World. I know one that faid, it waS Time 
enough to repent when we come to die. 
* ' Great-heart. Such are not otherwife: 

That Man would have been loth, might he 
have had a Week to run twenty Miles in 
his Life, to have deferr'd that Journey to 
the laft Hour of that Week. 

Hon. You fay right, and yet the Gene- 
rality of them that count themfelves Pil- 
grims, do indeed do thus. I am, as you* 
fee, an old Man, and have been a Tra- 
veller in this Road many a Day j and I 
have taken Notice of many Things. 

I have ieen fome that have fet out as if 
they would drive all the World afore 
them, who yet have in few Days died as 
they in the Wildernefs, and fo never got 
Sight of the Promifed Land. 

I have feen fome that have promifed 
Nothing at firft fetting out to be Pilgrims, 
and that one would have thought could 
not have lived a Day, that have yet proved 
very good Pilgrims. ' 

1 have, feen fome who have r\in haftily 
forward, that again have, after a little 
Time, run as faftjuft back again. 

1 have feen fome who have fpoke very 
well of a Pilgrim's Life at firft, that after 
g while Jiave fpoken as much againft it. 

I have 
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I have heard fome, when they firft fet 
out for Paradife, fay pofitively, There is 
fiich a Place, who when they have been , 
almoft there, have come back again, and 
faid there is none. 

I have heard fome vaunt what they, 
would do in cafe they ftiould be oppofed 
that have even at a falfe Alarm fled Faith, 
the Pilgrim's Way, and all. 

Now as they were thus in their Way, Fr 'fl *&*» 
there came one rurining to meet them,^^"? 1 ^ 
and faid, Gentlemen, and you of the weaker 
Sort, if you love Life, Jhift for yourfelves, for 
the Robbers are before you. 

Great- heart. Then faid Mr. Great-heart* 
they be the Three that fet upon Little-

The Woman is the Wife of 
one Cbrijtian, a pilgrim of former Times ; 
and thefe are his four Children. The 
Maid is one of her Acquaintance -, one 
that (he hath perfuaded to come with her 
on Pilgrimage. The Boys take all after Mark tbu. 
their Father, and convert to tread in his 
Steps : Yea, if they do but fee any Place 
^here the old Pilgrim hath lain,' or any 
Print of his Foot, it miniftereth Joy to 
their Hearts, and they covet to lie or tread 
in the fame. 

Gains. Then faid Gains, Is this Cbri~ 
ftiarf% Wife, and are thefe CbrifRarf* Child** 
ren ? I knew your Hufband's Father, yea, 
alfo his Father's Father. Many have been 
good of this Stock, their Anceftor's dwelt 
Irft at Antfab. CbriJKana's Progenitors (I Afls 1 1. 1 *• 
fuppofe you have heard your Huftand^^^^ 
talk of them) were very worthy Men. ^ 
They have, above any that I know, (hew- 
ed themfelves Men of great Virtue and 
Courage, for the Lord of the Pilgrims, 
his Ways, and them that loved him. I 
have heard of many of your HulbandV 
Relations that have ftood all Trials for 
the Sake of the Truth. Stephen, that was 
one of the firft of the Family from whence 
your Hvlband fprang, was knocked on thQ 
Head with Stones, ABs 7, 59, 60. Cba$ % 
j 2. 8. James, another of this Generation, 
was flain with the Edge of the Sword. To 
lay nothing of Paul and Peter, Men an-* 
cicntly of the Family from whence yo\;r 
Hulband came : There was Ignatius, who 
was caft to the Lions : Romanus, whofe 
JFkQi was cut by Pieces from his Bones $ 
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and Polycarp, that play'd the Man in the 
Fire. There was he that was hang'd up 
in a Bafket in the Sun, for the Wafps to 
eat; .and he who they put into a Sack, 
and caft him into the Sea to be drown'd. 
It would be utterly impoffible to count 
up all that Family that have fufFer'd In- 
juries and Death, for the Love of -a Pil- 
grim's Life. Nor can I but be glad, to 
fee that thy Hufband has left behind him 
four fuch Boys as thefe. I hope they will 
bear up their Father's Name, and tread in 
their Father's Steps, and come to their 
Father's End. 

. Great-heart. Indeed, Sir, they are like- 
ly Lads ; they feem to choofe heartily their 
Father's Ways. 

Gaius. That is it that I faid, wherefore 
Chriftian 9 & Family is like ftill to fpread 
abroad upon the Face of the Ground, and 
yet to be numerous upon the Face of the 
Earth : Wherefore, let Cbriftiana look out 
fome Damfels for her Sons, to whom they 
may be betrothed, &c, that the Name of 
their Father, and the Houfe of his Progeni- 
tors may never be forgotten in the World.

I read 
not, ever Man did give unto Chrift fo 
much as one Groat, but the Women follow- 
ed him, and miniftred to him of their Sub- 
ftance. It was a Woman that wafhed his 
Feet with Tears, and a Woman that anoint- 
ed his Body to the Burial. They were Wo- 
men that wept when he was going to the 
Crofs ; and Women that followed him from 
the Crofs, and that fat by his Sepulchre 
when he was buried : They were Women 
that were firfl with him at his Refurreftion- 
Morn ; and Women that brought Tidings 
firfl: to his Difciples, that he was rifen from 
the Dead : Women therefore are highly fa- 
voured, and fhew by thefe Things, that they 
are Sharers with us in the Grace of Life.

they are Pilgrims : They come from afar, 
and arc going to Mount Sion.

We have &eA beftt Are* 
or four times already. Firft, CbriJHana 
and her Children were befet with two 
Ruffians, that they feared would take

Giant Bloody-man* G'&nt MauU , ajid Giant 
hlay?good< Indeed we did rather beiet 
the laft* than ^cre be,fet of him> . And 
thus it tfas: After we Rfei^eeri fonie 
time at the Houfe o£ Gaiuss piine H& 
find of the whole Churchy we were niihded 
fapon a Time to take our Weapons tokh 
U5, and fogo fee if we could light upon 
any of thofe that were Enemies to Pil- 
grims ; (for we heard that there was a 
Notabje One thereabouts.) Now Gaiia

Thus, they fat talking and Spending the 
Time, until Supper was fet upon the Table. 
Unto which they went, and refreftied their 
weary Bodies-, fo< they went to Reft. 
Now they ftand in the Fair a great While* 
at the Houfe o£Mx.Mtafon> who, in Pro- 
cefs of Time, : gave: his Daughter Grace un- 
to Samuel, Cbri/Handts Son, to Wife, and hx» 
Daughter Martha to Jofepk. 

The Time, as I, • faid, that they lay 
here, was long, (for it. was not now as in 
former Times.) Wherefore the Pilgrims 
grew acquainted with Wny of the good 
People of the Town, and did them what 
Service, they could. . Mercy, as fhe.was 
wont, laboured much for the Poor, where- 
fore their Bellies and Backs blefled her, 
and fhe was there an Ornament to her 
Prqfeflion. And, to fay the Truth for 
Grace, Phtbe, and' Martha^ they were all 
of a very good Nature, and did much 

Good 
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Good in their Places, They were alfo all 
of them very fruitful ; fp that Cbriftian's 
Name, as. was faid before, was like to live 
in the World. 

While they lay here, there came a Mon- 
fter out of xhzWoods* and flew many of the 
People of the Town. It would alfo carry a Monfter. 
away their Children, and teach them to 
fuck its Whelps. Now no Man in the 
Town durft fo much as face this Monfter ; 
but all Men fled when they heard of the 
Noife of his Coming, 

The Monfter was like unto no one Bead 
upon the Earth : Its Body was like a Dra- 
gon* and it had feven Heads and ten 
Horns. // made great Havock of Cbildren^Rev. 13. 3. 
and yet it was governed by a Woman. This H« Shape. 
Monfter propounded Conditions to Men ; m * Natur t> 
and fuch Men as loved their Lives more 
than their Souls, accepted of thofc Con- 
ditions. 

Now Mr. Great-hearty together with 
thefe, who came to vifit the Pilgrims at 
Mr. Mnafon't Houfe, enter'd into a Cove- 
nant to go and engage thisBeaft, if perhaps 
they might deliver the People of this Town 
from the Paws and Mouth of this fo de- 
vouring a Serpent. * 

Then did Mr. Great-heart, Mr. Contrite, 
Mr. Holy-many Mr. Dare-not-Iye, and Mr. 
Penitent, with their Weapons, go forth to 
meet him. Now the Monfter at firft was H6™ to en- 
very Rampant,, and looked upon thefe g a g e * 
Enemies with great Difdain ; but they fo 
belabour'd him, being fturdy Men at 
Arms, that they made him make a Re- 
B b 3 treat: 



treat : So they came home to Mr; Mnafm\ 
Hotrfeagain. 

The A&#fer, yoii ihUft know, had i&% 
certain Seafons to come out in^ and' to 
rnake his Attempts xipbn the Ghifctten of 
the People of the Town : Alfo thefe Sea- 
fons did thefe Valiant W<athife« i^airh 
him in> and did continually iffauit him * 
Infomuch, th*t in Procefs of Tithe he 
1 became nt* 6niy grounded, but lame \ alfo 

he had riot|hkde tfhe fiavodc of the Tbwtis* 
Men's Children, as formerly he h&s done, 
Afid- it fc verily believed by fome, that this 
$teaft will certainly die t£ his Wounds. 

This therefore wiadfe Mr. Gfreat-foart and 
his Fellows of great Fame in this Town j 
fo that many of the People that *aiited 
their Tafteof Things, yet had a Reverend 
Efteem and Refpea fofr them. Upon this 
Account therefore it was, that thefePrl- 
grims got not much Hurt here, True, there 
were fome of .the bafer Sort, that couldTee 
Jio more than aM>&, nor anderftand no 
more than a Beaft ; thefe had fto Reverence 
for thefe Men, nor took they Notice of 
their Valour and Adventures, 
- Weil, the Time grew oft that the Pil- 
* grims mufl go on their Way, wherefore 
they prepared for their Journey. They 
fent for their Friends, they conferr'd with 
them, they had fome Time fet apart ' 
therein to commit each other to the Pro- 
teftfoA of their PrincJe. Thare were again, 
<tha[j: brought them of fuch Things as 
they had, that were fit for the Weak and 
the Strong, for the Women and the Men, 
- • and 



t n4 fo taded them with fuch Things a? 
were aece#*ry, -49lr i8. 10. 

Then they Jet forward* on their Way, . 
3J&$ their Friends, accompanying them u> 
far as wa$ cpnyenient, they again commit- 
ted each other to the )frot$&ion of their 
Kiog, and .departed. 

Tlhey therefore thfct wpre of the Pil- 
grims Company, went on, and Mr. Great* 
heart went before jthem ; now 1 the Women 
and Children being weakly, di$y were 
forced to go as ^ey could £>ear i 1>y this 
Means Mr. Ready-to-falt, and Mr, Feeble- 
mind had more to fympatftize with their 
Condition. 

When they were gone from the Townf- 
jnen, and when their Friends had bid them 
/arew;el, t;hey quickly came to the Place 
/whet;e Faithful w,as put to Death •, There- 
fore they made -a Stand, and thanked him 
that -had ei^ahled them 4:0 bear his,CroIs fo 
.well ; $n4 the radier, becaufe they now 
found (that they had a Benefit by fuch 3 
Man's Sufferings as his was. 

Th^y went on therefore after this, a 

,gopd Way farther, talking of Chriftian 

: and Faithful^ and how Hopeful joined him- Pan I. pag 

.felf tQ : Cbr(ftian 9 after that Faithful was 12 3- 

,4ead. 

Now, they were come up with thfe Hill 

.Lucre, where the Silver-Mine was, which 
took JDemas off from his Pilgrimage, and 

.into which, as fpme think, By-Ends fell 

% and periflied 5 wherefore they coitfidered 
that. JfJut when they were come, to the 

.014 Monument that ftood over-againft 

? the Hjll Lucre, to wit, ta the Pillar of 
- B b 4 Saft, 
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Salt, that ftood ilfo Within View of Sodom 
and its {linking Lake ; tfrey marvelled, 

Parti. p. 137. as'did Chriftian before, that Men r of that 
Knowledge and Ripen&s of Wit as they 
were, fliould be fo blind as to turn afjde 
here. Only they confidered again, that 
Nature is not affefted widi the 'Harms 
that others have "met with, eipeciailly if 
that Things tipon "which they look, has 
an attracting Virtue tipon the foolifh 
Eye',. ; f • "'.'.'. 

J faw now that they^tyent on till they 
came to the RiVer/ that was on this Side 

f^r/I.^.i52. f the Delegable Mountains. ' : J 

To the River- where the fine Trees grow 
On both Sides j and whole Leaves; if taken 
inwardly, are good againft Surfeits, Pfalm 
23. where the Meadows are green all the 
Year long, and where they might lie down 
fafely. • 

By this River Side, in the Meadows, 
there were Cotes and Folds for Sheep, a 
Houfe built for the nourifhing and briiigr 
ino; up of thofe Lambs, the Babes of thofe 
Women that go on Pilgrimage, Heb. 5. 2. 
Jfa. 40. 11.. Alio there Was* here one 
£hat was entrufted with them, who could 
have Gompaffion, and that could gather 
thefe Lambs with his Arm,, and carry 
thern in his Bofom, and that cpuid gent- 
ly lead thofe that yere with Young.* Now 
to the Care of thi$ Man y Chriftiana admo- 
nifhed her fouf Daughters to commit their 
little Ones, that' by thefe Waters they 
plight be Houfedp Harboured, Succoured, 
ifind Nourilhed, and that none of them 
fnight be lacking in Time %o cortie. * This 
v M^ 
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Man, if arty of them go aftray, or bcr7^- 2 4- 4-

Here 
they will never- want Meat, Drink and 
Cloathing ; here they will be kept froin

(hall be furetohzveGacd Nature and Jdmv* 
mtion, and (hall be taught to walk in 
right Paths, arid that you know is a Far 
vour of no fmall Account. Alfo here, as 
you fee* are delicate Waters, pleafantiWfor 
dows, dainty Flowtrs, Variety of Trees, and 
fuch as bear wholfome Fruit : . Fruit hot 
like that which Matthew eat of, • that fell 
over the Wall, oat of Beelzebub's Garden.; 
But Fruit that procureth Health where 
there is none, and that contimneth and in- 
creafeth where it is. 

So they were content to commit their 
• little Ones to him ; and that which was 
alfo an Encouragement to them fo to do, 
was, for that all this was .to be at the 
Charge of the King, and fo was an Hof- 
pital to young Children and Orphans. .

Now .Giant Defpfir^ bqjaufe he *iras 1 Defpair^ 
Qiaat, thought fro Man cdtaSd trrocomew^^ 
him; and J^kin^ 43»Ught hj?. finca^ hert^"* eIj - 
tofore I hav£ made ^Conquisft^f Angels, 
fliall Great-faatto rhtke me afraid? So he 
harneffed hiirafelf,. arid -went on : Ht had 
a Cap of Steel upon his Head, a fireaft* 
Plate of Fire girded to him, and he came 
out in Iron-Shods with A great Club in 
his Hand. Then thefe fix Men made up 
to him, and befet him behind and be- 
fore: Alfotfben Diffidence, the Giantefs, 
came up to bdp him, old Mr* Honeji cut 
her down at one Blow, Then' they fought 
far their Lives^ and Giant Befp&ir was 
brought down to the Ground, but owDefpair U 
very loth to die.: He ftntggled hard, andA^'M^* 
had, as they fay, as many Liv£s as a Cat; 
but Great-heart was his Death, for he left 
him not till he had fevered his Head from 
his Shoulders. 

Then they fell to demolilhingcDtfw^Ag'-Doubting- 
GafHe, and that you know might with^aftle^/wa- 
Eafe be doite, Bnce Giant Dffpair was ^ ed% 
dead. They were feven Days in deftroy- 
jng of that, and in it of Pilgrims they 
found one Mr. Dejpondency, almoft ftarved 
to Death, and one Muck-afraid his Datatgh- ^ 

terj 
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ter ; thefe two they faved alivp. But it 
would have made you have wondered, to 
have fcen the dead Bodies that lay here 
aad there in the Caftle-Yard> arid how. 
full* of. dead Men's Bones the Dungeon, 
was. • ' ' / ; . v 

When Mr. Great-heart and his Compa- 
nions had performedlthis Exploit, they 
tooki Mr. Defpondency, and his Daughter 
Mutkrafraid, into < their Prote&ion, for 
they were hdneft : People,, . though they 
were Bcifonets in Doufaipg^Caftle to that 
Giant Dejfqif. They therefore, I fay, 
took with them the Head of the Giant* 
(for his Body they had buried under a 
Heap of Stones) and down to the Road, 
and to their Companions they came, and 
Ihewed them what they had done. Now 
when Feeble-mind and Ready-to-balt faw 
that it was the Head of the Giant Defpahr 
indeed, they were veiy jocund and merry. 
Now Chrijlidnaj if need was, could play 
Upon the #rV,and her Daughter Mercy up- 
Tbey have on the Lute : So fince they were fo merry 
Mufick <m2 difpofed, flue played them a Leffon, and 
Dancing fir Ready-to-balt would dance. ..So he took 
- Defpondencfs 'Daughter, Mucb 7 afraid y by 

the Hand, and to Dancing, they went in 
the Road. True, he could not dance 
without one Crutch in his Hand ; but I 
promife you^ he footed it well ; alfo the 
Girl was to be commended, for fhe an- 
fwered the Mufick handfomely. 

As for Mr. Defpondency, the Mufick was 
not fo much to him, he was for Feeding 
rather than Dancing, for that he was al- 
jnoft ftarved. So Chrifiiana gave him fomc 

of 
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of her Bottle of Spirits, for frfdent Re- 
lief, and then prepared him fomerhirig to 
cat, and in little Time the old Gentleman 
came to himfelf, and began to be finely* 
Revived. 

Now I faw in my Praam, when all thefe 
Things were finifhed, Mr. Greatrhsart jook 
the Head jof Giant hefpair^ and'fet it up- * 
on a Pole by the Highway-fide, right over 
againft the Pillar that Cbriftian ere&ed for 
a Caution to Pilgrims that came after, to 
take heed of entering into his Grounds.

So Sincere ran and fetched it, and, with a 
joyful Confent, it was given her. Then (he 
bowed her Head, and gave Thanks, and 
faid, By this I know that I have obtained 
Favour in your Eyes. 

They alfo gave to the other young Wo- 
men fueh Things as they defired, and to 
their Hufbands great Commendations, for 
that they joined with Mr. Great-heart, to 
the flaying of Giant, Dejpair, and the 
dcmoliflring of Doubting-Cajllt. 
Hwthe About Cbrijtiaria's Neck the Shepherds

When they were minded to go. hence,, 
they let them go in Peace, /but gave not 
Parti. page to them thofe certain Cautions, whici* 
* 57* before were given to Cbriftmn and his Com- 

panion. The Reafon was* for that thefe 
had Great-heart to be their Guide, who 
was one that was well acquainted with 
Things, and fo could give them their 
Cautions more feafonable ; to wit, evei* 
then when the Danger was nigk tke Ap- 
proaching.

they had alfo loft by that the Time was 
come that they had need to put them ia 
Pra&ice.

When they were gone from the. Shep- 
herds, they quickly came to the Place 
where Chrijlian met with one Turn-away, 
that dwelt in the Town of Apojtajy. 
Wherefore of him Wit. Great -heart, theirP*r/I./. 16*. 
<Juide, did now put them in Mind, fay- 
ing, This is the Place where Chrijlian met 
with one Turn-away, who carried with him 
the Character of his Rebellion at his Back. 
And this I have to fay concerning this 
Man, he would hearken to no Counfel, 
but once a falling, Perfuafion could not 
Hop him. 

When he came to the Place where the 
Crofs and Sepulchre was, he did meet 
with one that did bid him look there, but 
he gnaflied with his Teeth, and ftamped, 
and faid, He was refolved to go back to 
his own Town.

I fought till my Sword did 
cleave to my Hand, and then they were 
joined together, as if a Sword grew out 
of my Arm •, and when the Bloqd run 
through my Fingers, then I fought yrith 
mod Courage. 

Great-heart. Thou haft done well, tho\r 
haft refilled uqto Blood, ftriying againft 
'Sin -, thou fhalt abicje by us, come in,, and 
go outwith us, for we are thy Companions. 

Then they took him and wafhed his 
\Y°vmds, and gave him of what they had 
to refrefh him * and fo they went toge- 
ther. Now as they went on, becaufe Mr. 
Great-heart was delighted in him (for he 
loved one greatly, that he found to be a 
Man of his Hands) and becaufe there 
were in Company them that were feeble and 
weak : Therefore he queftion'd with him 
about many Things •, As firft, What Counr 
try Man he was ?

Now that which 
caufed me to come on Pilgrimage, was 
this 5 we had Mr, Tell-true came in our 
Parts, and he told it about what Cbriftian 
had done, that went from the City Of 
Deftruftion. Namely, how he had forfa- 
ken his Wife and Children, and had be- 
taken himfelf to a Pilgrim's Life. It was 
alfo confidently reported, How he had 
killed a Serpent, that did come out to re* 
fift hijn in his Journey •, and how he got 
through to whither he intended. It was 
alfo told, what Welcome he had to all his 
Lord's Lodgings, efpecially when he came 
to the Gate§ of the Coeleftial City : For 
there, faid the Man, he was received with 
Sound of Trumpet, by a Company of 
Shining Ones.

What! and going on Pilgri- 
mage too ? 

Gnat-heart. Yes, verily, they are fol- 
lowing after. 

Valiant. It glads me at Hfcart! good 
Man. How joyful will he be, when ht 
fliall fee them that would not go with him, 
to enter before him, in gt the Gates into 
the Cceleftial City ? 

Great-heart. Without Doubt it will be 
a Comfort to him ; for, next to the Joy 
of feeing himfelf there, it will be a Joy 
to meet there his Wife and Children. 

Valiant. But now you are upon that, 
pray let me hear your Opinion about it, 
Some make a Queftion, W hether we fliall 
know one another when we are there ? 

Great-heart* Do they think they fhall 
Jcnow themfelves then, or that they fliall 
rejoice to fee themfelves in that Blifs, 
and if they think they fliall know and do 
thefe, why not know others, and rejoice 
in their Welfare alfo ? 

Again, Since Relations are our fecond 
felf, though that Sfate will be diflblved, 
yet why may it not be rationally conclud- 
ed, that we fliall be more glad to fee them 
there, than to fee they are wanting ?

Greaubeart. What |puld they fey againft 
it? ... 

Valiant. Theyfaid, it was ant idte Life* 
and if I myfelf were not inclined to Sloth' 
andLazinefs, I would never Countenance 
a Pilgrim's Condition* 

Great -heart. And what did they fay 
elfe? 

Valiant. Why, they told me that it was 
a dangerous Way, yea, the moft dangerous 
Way in the World, faid they, is that 
which the Pilgrims go. 

Great -heart. Did they fliew you wherein- 
this Way is -dangerous? - 

Valiant. Yes > and that in many Parti- 
culars. 
Great-heart. Name fomc of them. 
Valiant. They told me of the Slough of 
Dejpond, wjiere Cbriftian was well-nigh; 
fmothered. They told me, That there 
were Archers ftanciing ready in Beelzebub- : 
Caftle> to fhoot them who fhould knoek at 
the fVicket-Gate for Entrance; They told' 
me alfo of the Wood and dark Montj-£ 
ments, of the Hill D&adty ; of the Li~ 
ens, and alfo of die three Giants, Bloody- 
man.

X would prefume to go on to the Gate, 
from whence he was lent back to the 
Hole that was in the Side of the Hill, and 
jnade to go the By-way to Hell. 

I promife you, This was 
enough to difcouragp theei but did they 
ipakeanEndheref

Valiant. No, ftay. They told me alfo 
of many that tried that Way of Old, and 
that had gone a great "Way therein, to fee 
if they could fi&d forpethingof the Glory- 
then, that fo many had fo much talked of 
from Time to Time -, and how they came. 
back again, and befooled themfelves for r 
fetting a Foot out of Doors in that Path, 
to the Satisfa&ion of the. Country.. And 
they named feveral that did fo, zsObftinatc 
and Pliable, Miftrufi zndftworous, Turn- 
away and Old Atheifl, with feveral more ; 
who, they faid, had fome of them gone 
far to fee what they could find, but not 
one of them found fo much Advantage 
by going, , as amounted to the Weight of a 
Feather.

fiy this Time they Were got to the fo- 
tbanted Ground, where the Air naturally- 
tended to make one Drowzy : And thatP^r/I./.ajj. 
Place was all growh over with Briars and 
Xhoros, excepting here and therej where 
was an Inchoated' Arbour* upon which if a 
Man fits, or in which if a Man fleeps, 'tis 
a Queftion, fay fome, Whether ever h£ 
&an Rife or Wake again in this World? 
Over this Foreft therefore they went, both 
one and another, and Mr. Great heart went 
before, for that he was the Guide, aniJ 
Mr. Valiawt-for-trutlh he came behind, be- 
ing Rear-Guard, for fear, leaflfc peradven- 
ture fome Fiend* or Dragon* or Giant* pr 
*"&>/. fhould fall upon their I^ear, anpl 
fo do Mifchief. They went on here, each 
Man with his Sword drawn iii his Hanci, 
for they knew it faaa a dangerous Place. 
Alfo they cheared up one another, as 
well as they could ; Feeble-mind, Mr. Great- 
hiart commanded fltfuld come up after

This Arbour was call'd, 
The SfotbfuFs Friend, on purpofe to allure, 
if it might be, fomeof the Pilgrims there, 
to take up their Reft, when weary.

If there be one 
cunning to get Money in a Place, Ihe 
will fpeak well of him from Houfe to 
Houfe \ fhe loveth Banqueting and Feaft- 
ing mainly well : She i$ always & one 
full Table or another. She has given it 
out at fome Places, That fhe is a God- 
defs, and therefore fome do worfhip her.

So he told her, 
he was heartily glad of the News, and 
could have been glad, had the Poft come 
for him. Then ihe bid that he fhould give 
Advice how all Things fhould be prepared 
for her Journey.

and {hall happen unto- me. Tell them 
.moreover of my happy Arrival to this 
His Errand to Place, and of the pretent and late bletfcd 
bis Family. .Condition that I am in. Tell them alio of 
Chriftian and Chrijiiam his Wife, aftd how 
fhe and her Children came after her.Huf- 
band. Tell them alio, of what ar happy 
End Ihe made, and whither fhe is gone. 
1 have Iitrie or nothing to fend to my Fa- 
mily, except it be my Prayers and Tears 
. far th$m ; of which it will fuffice if you 
acquaint them, if peradventure they may 
prevail* 

When Mr. Standfajl ha4 thus fet Things 
in Order, and the Time being come for 
him to fi|fte him away, he alfo went down 
to the River^* Now there was a great 
Calm at that Tirifcjn the River ; whetSbre 
Mr. Standfafty when' i*e was about half-way 
in, flood a while, and talked to his Com- 
panions that had waited upon him thither :

I fee toyfelf now at the End of nty Jour- 
ney* my tfoifaftt Days are ended. I am 
going to fee that Head that Was crowned 
with Thorns, and that Fice that was fpk 
ftpon for fae* 

I have forirterly lived by HcaMay and 
Faith •, but now T go where I ihall live by 
Sight, aftd fliatt be with him in Whofe 
Company I ddight myfel£ 
x I have loved to hear my Lord Ipoken of; 
and wherever I have feen the Print of his 
Shoe in the Earth, there have I coveted to 
fet my Foot too. 

His Name has been to me as a Civet- 
Box j yea, fweeter than all Perfumes. His 
Voice to me has been moft fweet ; and his 
Countenance I have more defired than they 
that have moft defired the Light of the Sun. 
HisWords I did ufe to gather for my Food, 
and for Antidotes againft my Faintings. 
He has held njt, arid halfh kept me from 
mine Iniquities ; yea, my Steps have been 
ftrengthened in his Way. 

Now, while he was thus in Difcourfe, 
his Countenance changed, his Strong Man 
bowed under him : And after he had faid, 
Take me 9 for I come unto Tbee y he ceafed 
to be feen of them. 

But Glorious it was to fee, how the 
Open Region was filled with Horfes and 
Chariots, with Trumpeters and Pipers,
